GIBRALTAR ATTACK 

Goering said that early in the war 
he saw the need of taking Gibraltar 
by slipping down through Spain 
and assaulting that British bastion 
from the rear. The Spaniards, he 
said, were friendly to the Germans 
because the “Germans had saved 
them from communism.” 

Declaring that the Spaniards were 
weak and would have made no ob- 
jection to the passage of German 
troops through Spanish territory, 
Goering said that for the same rea- 
son Francisco Franco would have 
granted the Germans Spanish ports 
for their submarines. 

Many Allied officers consider 
that the failure of the Germans 
to attempt to take Gibraltar con- 
stituted a blunder second in scope 
only to the failure to attempt to 
invade Britain. 

Goering said he saw this and 
used all his persuasive powers on 
Hitler, but Hitler could not see it 
and in his madness turned from 
Gibraltar and plunged into Russia. 

After the United States entered 
the war, success for the Allies be- 
came certain becayse of the irre- 
sistable numerical superiority of 
the Allied Air forces, Goering add- 
ed, declaring: “The Allies owe the 
success of the invasion to the air 
forces. They prepared the invasion, 
they made it possible, they carried 
it through.” 


HALTED COUNTER-ATTACKS 


The Allied air force, he said, 
made it impossible to bring German 
ground forces torward fast enough 
for suitable counter-attack, and 
German armor never was able to 
function well under Allied aerial 
harassment. 

Coolness developed between 
Goering and Hitler after the in- 
vasion of Russia, the former Luft- 
waffe chieftain said, and from then 
on, Hitler's enthusiasm for Goer- 
ing’s ideas waned,

One In Twenty 


The provincial Safety League of Que- 
beo has something to say that should gain 
more than passing notice from people in 
all parts of the Dominion. What it says is 
that one out of every twenty car drivers

Japan apparently is set on one 
last desperate gamble.

It may 
wreak havoc in the ranks of our 
naval task forces, cause us heavy 
losses in ships and men. But it 
cannot win the war for Japan. 
At worst, it could prolong. the 
war to the point where the Allied 
Nations become war weary, get to 


| quarreling with each other, and

SAN FRANCISCO—I have just 
been across the U.S.-Canada border 
again, twice in 48 hours in fact, and 
the experience has furnished fresh 
evidence that the red tape, the in- 
dignity and the inconvenience 
heaped upon the visitor who sets 
foot on what was once called the 
“undefended” frontier, is a dis- 
grace to both countries. 

Canada and the United States 
are making noble gestures in San 
Francisco about international amity 
and co-operation, but they have 
built up a bureaucracy of the bor- 
der that will, unless something is 
done quickly, destroy the tradition- 
al friendly access which has existed 
on their common frontier. 

It is difficult to decide whether 
the customs or the immigration ser- 
vices of each country have become 
the worst, Ever since the Wash- 


| ington, D.C., customs inspector de- 


stroyed most of a barrel of our home 
preserves, by unpacking them and 
then negligently tossing them back 
into the barrel because no one was 
around to watch him, I have 


| thought the customs people were 


the most serious hazard to goodwill

The 241,678 cars which the US.

duced this year will not be the 
mew post-war cars the public has 
expected but will be slightly dif- 
ferent and improved versions of 
the last pre-war models. In some 
cases the change will consist of a 
smaller bumper; in others the 
manufacturers promise mechanical 
improvements as well as a minor 
“face-lifting” job. 

Manufacturers of the dozen most 
popular pre-war automobiles were 
in agreement not only on the ap- 
pearance of the first models to rol! 
assembly lines since 1942 
agreed on these points.

Air Force packs the world’s biggest 
destructive punch—which was ex- 
emplified when a thousand British 
“heavies” unloaded 5,000 tons of 
high explosive and _ incendiary 
bombs on Dortmund in less than 
half an hour, only a night or two 
after a force of comparable size 
| had dropped 4,500 tons in 20 min- 
| utes on Essen. 

| The heaviest German raid on 
London took place over 12 hours of 
the night of May 10, 1941, The Luft- 
| waffe sent 600 bombers and drop- 
| ped 450 tons. 

Under a carefully-planned, long- 
| term program Germany's industrial 
centres have been systematically 
destroyed. When the war in Europe 
ended, 80 per cent of every large 

German city was in ruins. Some 
| were completely destroyed. 

As the strength of Great Britain's 
striking force increased so the 
weight of the bombs carried in- 
creased. In sustained sequence 
came the 4,000-pound “block-buster”, 
the 8,000-pound, the 12,000-pound 
“earthquake”, and finally the 22,000- 
pound “super-quake” bomb. The 
12,000-pound and 22,000-pound 
bombs are weapons of destruction 
which no other air force in the 
world can carry. 

* * * 


History will record that the war 
could not have been won without 
the bomber. If history assigns spe- 
cial merit to any country for the 
development of strategic bombing 
the country so honored will be 
| Great Britain. 

The bombers and the bombs were 
designed and built in British fac- 
tories. But that was not all. Equally 
important were the instruments and 
techniques which enabled a new 
standard of aiming precision and 
| concentration to be attained, and 
others which overcame the hazards 
and handicaps of bad weather, 
These included cloud-penetrating 
| radar devices, a remarkable com- 
pass, the contro] of operations by 
a “Master Bomber” over the target 
and the use of flares to mark it. 

From bases in Great Britain, the 
Bomber Command dropped nearly 
a million English tons of bombs— 
approximately 1,050,000 American 
tons—on enemy targets from the 
beginning of the war to the end of 
April, 1945—eight days before Gere 
many signed the “instrument of un- 
conditional surrender”, While this 
stupendous offensive was in pro- 
gress, the true measure of destruc- 
tion could not be gauged, but as 
the Allied armies moved into the 
Reich the mutilation of the en- 
emy's war industries became ape 
Parent; it far exceeded any assess- 
ments made from reconnaissance 
photographs. 

The admission now made by Ger- 
man army commanders is testimony 
not lightly to be ignored. It cone 
firms the soundness of British pole 
icy, training, and scientific endeavor 
and is a tribute ¢o the men who de- 
signed the weapons that did so 
much to bring crushing defeat to a 
nation whose planning for world 
conquest had been so long and so 
thorough.

Nearly 3,000 
tons of fire bombs were dropped in 
the four-way assault which marked 
the opening of the second phase of 
the war offensive against Japan. 
HIT SECONDARY CITIES 

The attacking of secondary cities 
now that the major industrial cen- 
tres of Tokyo, Osaka, Nagoya, Yo- 
kohama, Kobe and Kawasaki have 
been devastated will be stepped up 
daily, and today’s early morning 
taids were only a preliminary. 

Kagoshima port was burned 
almost to the water's edge and 
fires visible for 150 miles were set 
in all other targets. The Japanese 
reported fires along a 500 mile front 
and smoke billowed into the air for 
15,000 feet above the burning cities, 
The whole dock area of Kagoshima 
was burned out and Omuta, chemi- 
cal and synthetic oil centre, was 
also devastated. 

At Yokkaichi, a port and textile 
centre 25 miles southwest of Ne- 
goxa, 33 fires were counted as 
flames enguifed several square 
miles of the city. Crewmen re- 
turning from Hamamatsu, a rail- 
way and aircraft centre some 55 
miles southwest of Nagoya, also 
reported a huge conflagration, 
with the industrial centres of the 
city burned out. 

Marine Corsairs, Thunderbolts 
and Torpedo bombers simultane- 

*ously attacked a number of target 
areas with excellent results, raiding 
for over three hours at a time with- 
out interference as Japanese air 
defences were concentrated on the 
B29's. 

But it was the Philippines fight- 
ing which stole the spotlight for 
the moment in’ the southwest Paci- 
fic area as two mechanized columns 
of the 37th Division raced 15 miles | 
along the Cagayan valley against | 
virtually no opposition. 


TWO DIVISIONS LEFT 

Two enemy divisions—the sole 
sizeable enemy force left on Luzon 
-were believed to be somewhere 
in the Cagayan valley, but they 
showed no signs yet of making a 
stand. 

One column of the 37th Division, 
driving along highway five, reach- 
ed the town of Cauayan, 17 miles 
north of Echague, Six miles to 
the west of that, a second column 
liberated Oscariz, a town of 17,000 
and swet on through Cabatuan, 19 
miles north of Santiago. The two 
routes of advance merge near Cabe- 
gan in the central Cagayan valley. 

Northwest of Bagabag, on high- 
way four, the Sixth Division con- 
tinued to meet stiff opposition, 
but reached a point eight miles 
above Bagabag. On Saturday, the 

Sixeth killed 189 Japanese and 
captured 32.

PREPARE INVASION 

Preparations for the next invasion 
hop already were underway in the 
Okinawa area, another Tokyo 
broadcast said and added that a 
handbook would be issued soon ex- 
plaining invasion “sure to kill” com- 
bat methods of dealings with air- 
borne invasion forces, 

Premier Kantaro Suzuki was 
quoted as saying “the “decisive 
battle” had just begun. 

Lt. Col. Daniel A, Nolan of Los

30 beats per minute is perfectly 
natural afier exercise, but the 
heart should return to the average 
number of beats within two min- 
utes, 

Too rapid beating of the heart 
may be a _ temporary symptom 
lasting for only a short time, or 
may be present most of the time. 
It is a symptom which often proves 
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especially alarming to the patient. 
When the heart beats too fast, this 
may be due to disease of the or- 
gan, but in most cases the cause 
will be found in some region other 
than the heart itself. Many times 
when the palpitation induces the 
patient to believe that he has a 
heart disorder, he is mistaken, 

Some of the conditions, which 
may cause the heart to beat too 
rapidly are; anemia, excessive use 
of tobacco, coffee or tea; emo- 
tional. shock; disorders of the thy- 
roid gland; excitement; or the 
presence of any localized pus con- 
dition in the body. Tuberculosis; 
infection of the teeth, tonsils, sinus 
cavities, or the pelvic organs may 
thus influence the heart through 
the local production of a pus 
pocket. 

A very common cause of palpi- 
tation is indigestion accompanied 
by gas in the stomach. Whenever 
there is pressure up against the 
heart from flatulence, the heart 
usually has a tendency to increase 
its rate. In the patient having “ner- 
vous heart trouble,” tachycardia 
is a very common finding and the 
fear of the patient often serves 
to make the heart pound faster 
than ever, 

Before becoming unduly frighten- 
ed because the heart is rapid, it 
is a good plan to have the heart 
examined in order to find out if 
the palpitation is due to a heart 
abnormalty or to some other con- 
dition, 

Some of the other symptoms like- 
ly to be associated with tachy- 
cardia are fluttering and pounding 
of the heart, a throbbing sensa- 
tion through the ears or temples, 
slight dizziness, and disturbances 
in the rhythm, causing the rate to 
be uneven or jerky. 

In correcting rapid beating of the 
heart it is not necessary to use 
any treatment directed toward the 
palpitation as when the cause is 
removed, the tachycardia vanishes, 

A careful diet, avoiding heart 
stimulants such as coffee and 
made up of small meals which do 
not over-load the stomach, will be 
of value.

Sub Sinks Seven 
Ships on Cruise 


NEW YORK, June 18—(CP)—An 
unexpectedly large “kill” by a 
British submarine which on a re- 
cent patrol against Japanese ship- 
ping sank seven craft, five of them 
off a harbor, was reported last night 
by the British information services. 

The submarine surfaced off a 
Japanese-held harbor to attack 
targets which, through the peri- 
scope, appeared to be two coastal 
craft. After surfacing, however, 
the crew found the enemy force 
consisted of a submarine chaser, 
three small supply ships and a tug 
lying off the pier. 

The submarine proceeded to wipe 
out the convoy after forcing the 
submarine chaser to beach after a 
12-minute gun action.

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Japan to Fight 
One More Year 
Before Quitting 


It will take at least one year of 
bitter, bloody fighting before 
Japan is. beaten into uncon- 
ditional surrender, in the opinion 
of Li Chao, Vancouver, consul gen- 
eral of the republic of China, who 
arrived here Saturday on his first 
visit to Edmonton since his ap- 
pointment as consul general in 
1943, j 

Saturday he called on Premier 
Ernest Manning and Deputy Mayor 
C. E. Gariepy, KC, and Sunday 
afternoon was guest of the Chinese 
Benevolent Association, the central 
organization of the 500 Chinese 
residents of Edmonton. 

Recalling that China was the first 
victim of aggression, the Chinese 
consul said that Japan had paid 
dearly, and will pay an.even great- 
er price in the days to come, tor | 
that aggression. Since 1931, when 
the Japanese marched into Man-! 
churia, the Chinese have accounted | 
for more than 3,000,000 members| 
of the Japanese forces. 

China also, he said, had suffer- | 
ed terrible casualties. More than 
3,000,000 Chinese soldiers, and more | 
than 7,000,000 civilians, have been| 
slaughtered during the 14 years of} 
resistance to Japanese aggression. 


MUNITIONS TURN TIDE 


Munitions, now streaming into 
China over the Stilwell road, and 
airborne by the United States Army 
Air Force, are turning the tide of 
battle in favor of the Chinese, he 
said. 

The Japanese have suffered 
many serious reverses in recent 
months. The corridor to Singa- 
pore, Burma, and other southern 
conquered countries has been 
broken in these successes, and the 
Chinese coast line opposite For- 
mosa has been cleared of Japan- 
@se, paving the way for Allied 

landings on the mainland of 
China. 


He said there was little possibil- 
ity of Japan being bombed into 
submission. She can be softened 
up for invasion, but final victory 
will come only through bitter, 
bloody hand-to-hand fighting. 
There has been little sign that the 
Japanese will abandon their fight 
to the death creed. There is little 
hope that the war will end until 
the Japanese armies are practically 
exterminated. 

He said the Japanese have 4,000,- 
000 men under arms in Northern 
China, and these troops will have 
to be beaten into submission be- 
fore peace is‘restored in the east- 
ern war theatre. 


MUST BE DISARMED 

Commenting on the post-war 
period, the Chinese consul said 
Japan must be militarily and econ- 
omically disarmed. She must be 
rendered incapable of rising again 
as an aggressor nation. 

There will be great prospects 
for trade between China and 
Canada, he said, and large quan- 
tities of Alberta wheat will flow 
westward in the post-war period. 

He said that Canada had won the 
profound admiration of the Chinese 
people for her magnificent war 
effort, and the great assistance 
rendered the Chinese republic.
